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Minutes of November 8, 2003 Special 
Board meeting 


The meeting was called to order at 12:10 
PM by President Howard Hinsey at the 
American NumismaticAssociation 
headquarters in Colorado Springs, 
Colorado. All officers were present with the 
exception of Bill Arnold, Jerry Svoboda and 
Steve Patterson which constituted a quorum. 
There were three members present 

Howard Hinsey gave a brief President’s 
report during which he thanked all those who 
assisted with the Coin Collecting 101 
seminar which was held in conjunction with 
the Denver Coin Expo, on Nov 1. He 
indicated the “bylaws Committee had met 
immediately prior to the board meeting and 
a draft would be submitted to the board at 
the annual meeting. 

The “minutes” of the August 9, 2003 special 
board meeting were approved as mailed 
by the Secretary to the board members 
prior to the meeting. The treasurer 
submitted a written “treasurer’s report” which 
reported a net increase in asset value since 
August 9, 2003 of $104.16 to present total 
of $21,450.56. It was approved 
unanimously. 

Old Business- 

The educational programs at the Denver 
Coin Expo Oct. 31- Nov. 2, 2003 included 
the Coin Collecting 101 seminar, a video 
presentation , an exhibit and a manned club 
table. There were eight attendees at the 
seminar which consisted of three teachers 
and five spectators, which was two more 
than at the last show. The video was well 
watched, the exhibit got positive comments 
and the club table had a lot of interest. 

Steve Patterson was not present to give 
an update on the web site. 

Howard Hinsey indicated Gene Murren 
did not give him a program speaker list at 
the coin show as he had hoped. 

There was a lengthy discussion concerning 
the CWNA Newsletter. Though the quality 
was good there had been failure on the part 
of the editor to communicate properly with 
CWNA officers and there were fiscal 


irregularities. A motion was approved 
unanimously that Robert Davis be 
appointed the new editor. Robert had come 
forward with the offer prior to the meeting 
and since he is a past President, past 
Newsletter Editor and active participant in 
the affairs of the CWNA everyone agreed 
he would be a good choice. Jerry Svoboda 
arrived prior to the motion at 1:00 pm 

Bill Arnold arrived at 1:15 pm and the 
meeting was adjourned temporarily so he 
could be brought up up date on what had 
transpired so far. The meeting was called 
back to order at 1:35 pm. Bill Arnold gave a 
brief report on the Coin Collecting 101 
seminar. Bill Arnold, Ron Zimmer and Steve 
Patterson conducted the program and it was 
deemed a success. Bill Arnold will present 
his thoughts on future seminars at the next 
board meeting. 

It was generally agreed the frequency of 
board meetings over the past year was 
about right and they would continue to be 
held throughout the region. Jerry Morgan to 
determine holding a future meeting at the 
Aurora Municipal Building. 

Howard Hinsey gave a progress on his 
efforts to find a location for an annual CWNA 
coin show. The Douglas County Fairgrounds 
has plenty of room at 29,000 sq. ft. and 
adjoining room for exhibits, however 
projected revenue versus expenses would 
result in little if any profit. Jerry Morgan and 
Allen Nye urged Howard to consider Part 
Time Rentals in order to cut table rental 
costs. He indicated he would continue to 
gather information. 

Bill Arnold indicated he would continue to 
work with the ANA in studying feasibility of 
conducting educational seminars 

Howard Hinsey and Tom Infantino 
inventoried the show cases on Nov. 2, 
2003 after the coin show and found 42 of 
the old cases and 30 new ones for a total of 
72 cases 

The annual meeting of the CWNA will be 
held in the month of February 2004 at the 
Village Inn in Castle Rock, Colorado. Final 
date to be determined. 

Meeting was adjourned at 3:30 pm

With some interest being shown an effort to have 
an annual CWNA show, I thought I would cover a 
little history of some past CWNA spring shows. 
This material is not stowed in a cohesive collection. 

I scanned show reports, newsletters, memos and 
board meeting minutes to collect what I hope is a 
reasonable report on CWNA Spring Shows from 
1972 - 1978. 

Before 1972 CWNA held annual shows in the fall 
in conjunction with the annual membership meeting. 
The meeting/show usually featured a show, auction 
and banquet. They were held In various cities in 
Colorado and Wyoming. 

In 1971 the board was convinced to allow an 
annual CWNA show to be held in Denver. The 
show concept was simple. Find suitable and 
affordable location, have reasonably large bourse, 
a sizable number of competitive exhibits, with 
trophies and some type of participation award 
(medal). No banquet and no auction. CWNA 
would be in charge overall with CWNA 
members/officers as committee chairmen. There 
was some concern on costs, location, etc. The 
members of Denver area clubs. (Federal, 
Jefferson County, South Suburban, and Denver 
Coin Club) were enlisted to to assist. 

The 1st show was held May 5-7, 1972 at the 
Sheraton Inn, 3535 Quebec (near Stapleton). 
General Chairman, was Robert Davis, Some first 
year problems developed, but were solved. The 
most unique feature was the show was held in two 
rooms each on a different floor of the Inn. As with 
all shows that followed in addition to the bourse, 
there were competitive exhibits. Each exhibitor 
received a bronze CWNA medal, in addition to 
any trophies or ribbons. There were some 
seminars, a presentation by Valentine Pasvolsky 
on Indian Peace Medals including some rare 
issues, impromptu meetings, but no banquets or 
auction. This format continued through 1978. All 
the shows were conducted to at least break-even, 
but any profits were divided equally with the 
participating clubs. The show’s profit was a huge 
sum of $131. 

The next show was held at the Denver Hilton on 
May 18-20, 1973. General Chairman, Robert 


Davis. There was room enough to accommodate 
about 40 dealers and 50 exhibits including a 
special exhibit of CC dollars. The 
programs/seminar included a numismatic workshop 
chaired by Ed Rochette, Executive Director, of 
ANA, a talk by Adna Wilde on Lesher dollars, and 
a talk on grading by Richard Long, ANA Museum 
Director. The attendance roster showed attendees 
and participants from 13 states. The show had a 
profit of $1290. 

The next spring show was held May 24-26, 1974 
at the Denver Hilton, since the site proved to be 
acceptable in 1973. The General Chairman, Ed 
Young reported an attendance of several 
thousand. The number of dealers was increased to 
about 60 and exhibits at 50. The program 
included Mrs. Virginia Culver, ANA President 
talking about the museum. Rev. Arthur Cook, 
expert on Oriental Numismatics, talking about 
Chinese Coins, and Steve Tebo, Tebo Coins, 
talking on investing in coins. The show had a profit 
of $1,860. 

The 4th annual show was held at the Hilton Hotel 
on May 23-25, 1975. General Chairman, Ed 
Young, reported 60 dealers were present. The 
exhibitors competed in eight classes. There was 
an educational forum, but the general interest in this 
type of activity seemed to have decreased. 
General attendance was down possibly due to the 
holiday weekend. The poorer economic conditions 
seemed to have influenced the buying and selling 
activity. 

The 5th annual show was held on May 14-16, 
1976 at the Marriott at Hampden and 1-25. 
General Chairman, Ed Young. The facilities had 
many improvements over the Hilton including 
easier access, parking, and more tables etc. 
Approximately 60 dealers were signed up. There 
was a one time auction, in an effort to increase 
attendance. This was handled by a private party 
not CWNA. There was a $500,000 coin exhibit 
and three great rarities. These are the only three 
coins using regular issue dies that all have different 
obverses. All three of these coins can truly be 
called double headed coins, as all were struck from 
different obverse dies. They were a 3 dollar nickel, 
and Indian Eagle cent and a 6 cent nickel.

Ed. note- pictures/details will be included in a 
later newsletter). Exhibitors competed in 8 
classes or categories. Again the help from 
CWNA members, and non-members was 
overwhelming and many “helpers” were 
treated to a dinner at the Red Lion Inn at 
Boulder 

The 6th annual spring show was held at the 
Marriott Hotel on June 3-5, 1977. General 
Chairman, was Ed Young. A talk was given 
by Robert F. Marx, a well known figure in 
marine archaeology. He showed films and 
spoke on “Five Fast Hours to a Fortune” and 
“Port Royal Discovered”. A public auction 
was held by Colonial Coins of San Antonio, 
Texas. The ANACS (American Numismatic 
Association Certification Service) was 
present to explain their procedures, etc. 
The CWNA 25th Jubilee Medal was also 
made available for sale in Silver and 
Bronze. Profit from the show was $400. 

The 7th annual spring show was held at the 
Landmark Inn on South Colorado Boulevard 
on May 19-21, 1978. The General 
Chairman was again Ed Young. I found 
very few details of this show. 

As a final COMMENT, it should be noted 
the general format: did seem to work 

• good quality dealers 

• competitive exhibits with trophies and 
participation awards 

• raffle of significant value coins 

• “hourly” drawings for small prizes 

• perhaps an auction by an outside group 

• good advertising 

• most of all a group of volunteers from 
various clubs who can work together for 
the common good of CWNA. 

• Maybe it can happen again ???
